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18. (Reiterated.) The method of claim 17, wherein before hybridization, the nucleic acid 
material of the biological sample is amplified by the polymerase chain reaction. 




19. (New.) A method of screening for a compound that specifically binds to the 
polypeptide of claim 1, said method comprising: 



a) combining the polypeptide of claim 1 with at least one test compound under suitable 
conditions; and 

b) detecting binding of the polypeptide of claim 1 to the test compound, thereby 
identifying a compound that specifically binds the polypeptide of claim 1 . 

20. (New.) A method of screening for a compound that modulates the activity of the 
polypeptide of claim 1, said method comprising: 

a) combining the polypeptide of claim 1 with at least one test compound under conditions 
permissive for the activity of the polypeptide of claim 1; and 

b) assessing the activity of the polypeptide of claim 1 in the presence of the test 
compound; and 

c) comparing the activity of the polypeptide of claim 1 in the presence of the test 
compound with the activity of the polypeptide of claim 1 in the absence of the test compound, 
wherein a deviation between the activities is indicative of a compound that modulates the activity 
of the polypeptide of claim 1. 



REMARKS
